PRESIDENT NAMES PAGES AFTER 1912; 
COMPROMISE REACHED ON SCHOOL FUND 


Session of the Legislature Would Have Been Adjourned 
Late in the Afternoon or Early at Night, But for Ef- 
fort to Have Governor Smith’s Appointments Con- 
sidered, and for Contest Over Appropriation Items. 


After haggling for nearly five hours over the question of who should 
appoint the pages of the senate, the messenger or the president, and over 
a difference of $50,000 in the school fund for 1912, the legislature completed 
its 1911 session at 12:45/o’clock last night. 

The late adjournment was due entirely to the two differences noted; oth- 
erwise a record woul dhave been made by concluding the work of the session 
during the afternoon of the last day. 

The first of the differences was the most intense. It began when the house 
adopted the appropriation bill, by stating therein that messengers should 
hereafter be named by the president instead of by the messenger of the senate. 

This was taken by the upper house as an unwarranted ference with 
its affairs and it refused to accede to the change demande the house. 

It came up again Thursday morning, when the senate refused to concur in 
the house's insistence that the messenger be deprived of the patronage in 
question. 

The discussion in the house Thursday morning and in the senate Thursday 
night approached the sensational. Flynn Hargett, the senate messenger, was 
made the subject of some severe charges in connection with the way he is al- 
leged to have handled his patronage. 

Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, charged that after paying one page several years 
azo, Hargett compelled the boy to return $15 of his salary. This the messenger 
claimed was in pursuance of a plan whereby he distributed the funds at his 
command among as many boys as possible. 

It was charged also that during the present session he had on the roll of 
pages in the senate a boy who lives in Greenville, S. C. 

These charges were repeated In the discussions of the differences between 
the two houses Thursday night. 

It was finally agreed to permit the messenger to name the pages next year 
but to place the patronage in the hands of the president ee 

The other difference involved a $50,000 addition to the common school ap- 
prepriation for 1912. The house wanted to leave the appropriation as it stands 
this year and add $100,000 for 1913. 

The house insisted on a $5 tion for next year. A compromise was 
finally arranged whereby.a. . jiwo years, 
included, $50,000 of which may be used in 1912—if it happens to get within 
reach of the disbursing officials. 

Practically all the special appropriations having been passed by the sen- 
ate, the total revenues disposed of by the legislature to meet deficiencies of 
this year and the demands 6f 1912 amount to approximately $5,960,000—the 
largest single budget ever voted by a general assembly in this state, 

The last day of the session was characterized by the passage of several 
important bills in both houses, though some of the most important were 
forced to go over until the next session. These include several constitutional 
amendments—the one abolishing justice of the peace courts in Atlanta, one 
requiring corporations to pay their taxes by September 1, and another affect- 
ing the school] laws. 

Before the close of the night session a resolution praising and commend- 
ing the work of Speaker John Holder was introduced in the house and was 
passed with much enthusfa3m. In dismissing the house he felicitated the 
members on their splendid co-operation and unceasing aid to the chair.

Is an extra session of the Georgia 
legislature in sight? 

Close friends. of Governor Smith 
stated yesterday in conversation amors 
members both oq the house and senate 
during the disctission of the regular 
and the special] appropriation bills 
that the governor had made the posi- 
tive assertion that, unless the appro- 
priation bill as,passed by the house, 
was cut at least one hundred thousand 
dollars, and unless the gpecial ap- 
propriation bills were carried over un- 
til the next summer session, he would 
certainly convené the general assembly 
in immediate extra session, after veto- 
ing ali these bills. 

The statement was circulated among 
the members with specific detafl as to 
what officers and members of the 
house the governor had talked to and 
as to when and where he had made 
this positive statement. 

One of the members of the house 
upon hearing the report yestenday 
went to the officer of the house to 
whom it was saidshes+the governor 
had made this statement in a conver- 
sation held as the result of the gov- 
ernor’s sending for.this officer for a 
talk about the appropriation bills. 

Causes Considerable Talk. 

The officer admitted that the gov- 
ernor had made this statement and be- 
fore the adjournment last night the 
chief topic among the members was 
the possible extra session. 

The senate reduced

t the special bills must not be sent 
up to him, the house proceeded to vote 
special appropriations aggregating 
$132,000, including $40,000 for the pen- 
sion deficit as the result of the service 
pension legislation of Governor Smith’s 
first cdministration. 

The senate yesterday took up these 
special house appropriations and con- 
curred in them so that the governor 
is now faced with the alternative of 
vetoing them or standing for the $181,- 
000 they will expend and which the 
governor says is far beyond the power 
of the state to pay. 

It will be recalled that the governor's 
message to the general assembly sent 
in on Wednesday declared that the 
State could not stand the strain of 
$100,000 increase in public schools ex- 
penditures, with the additional burden 
of the pension service appropriations, 
the first step to the authorization of 
which was taken dtring Governor 
Smith’s first administration and 
which now amounts to about $250,009 
annually, in addition to the more than 
$1,000,000 for pensions, previously pro- 
vided for. 

Asks About Veto Power. 

When this legislation came up dur- 
ing the governor’s first administration, 
it was swept through both houses ana 
when it reached the governor he sent 
a formal communication to the then 
Attorney General Hart, asking if he 
could not veto a resolution submitting 
a constitutional amendmént to the 
vote of the people. Attorney Genera! 
Hart took the position that while there 
was some doubt about it, he did not be- 
lieve the veto power went to this ex- 
tent. 

In his message to the legisfature 
Governor Smith said that if this sud- 
den increase in pension ,appropriations 
had not been made the state would 
have had no trouble in meeting all its 


fexpenses, as provided for in both the 


feneral and special appropriation bills. 

The question now is, what will the 
governor do in view of the fact thar 
the legislature has increased the pub- 
lic schools appropriation $100,000 for 
the year 1913, added $40,000 more for 
service pensions, which with other spe- 
cial appropriation bills, not including 
the public school increase, will amount 
to considerably more than $200,000 
than was provided for by the genera] 
house. appropriation bill, which the 
governor said he would veto if the 
senate did not cut by $100,000.

Having. had the co-operation 
of Mr. La Follette and his insurgent 
band before, the democrats today 
found allies among the regular repub- 
licans, who, seeing that they had lost 
control of the senate, and were not 
able to frame legislation themselves, 
withdrew and permitted the democrats 
and insurgents to i.ght it out. 

The first intimation that enough re- 
publicdhs would withdraw from the 
chamber on every roll call to give the 
democrats a majority, came when Mr. 
Bacon offered his amendment reduc- 
ing the duties on iron and steel. 

Senator Cummins, of Iowa, had 
framed the amendment, but when the 
senate met this morning, he smilingly 
and suavely announced that he would 
withdraw it. 

Immediately Senator Bacon wag on 
his feet with an objection, saying he 
had been much impressed by the need 
of reducing these duties and with the 
argument made by Mr. Cummins in 
behalf of the amendment, and that 
while it did not cut duties as low as he 
would like, it still appealed to him as 
making a reduction in the existing du- 
ties in the Payne law.

Senator Curtis of Kansas, who an- 
nounced that he was paired with an 
absent senator and could not vote, 
was forced to submit his case to the 
senate on a roll call before he was per- 
mitted to observe the pair. When. on 
one roll call the clerk reached the 
name of Sénator Guggenheimer there 
was no response. Senator Bristow de- 
clared the Senator frem Colorado. had 
just left the chamber. The vice presi- 
dent held that the Senator was “not 
visible to the chair.” 

Made La Follette Stand. 

Senator La Follette, who had brought 
about the vote on the motion to ex- 
cuse Mr. Oliver, demanded a yea and 
nay on a similar motion to excuse 
Senator Penrose. In making the de- 
mand Senator La Follette neglected to 
arise and address the chair. Senator 
Oliver quickly invoked the rule which 
requires members to arise when ade 
dressing the presiding officer. Sena- 
tor La Follette failing to observe this 
formality was declared out of order. 

Following the various fights there 
came a second roll call on the passage 
of the bill as amended. This time 
there was a straight democratic ma- 
jority of 29 to 24.

been officially assigned to him. Not 
to disappoint the people, Atwood again 
ascend and in fifteen minutes cov- 
ered the 13 miles over the city and 
landed safely. 

A second later*he threw his sult case 
out of the biplane and jumped out. 

Leaving Toledo at 10:29 a. m., At- 
wood skirted along the edge of Lake 
Erie at an altitude varying from 200 
to 600 feet. He made intermediate 
landings at Venice ang Sandusky, al- 
though his schedule called for only 
one landing. For 20 miles after leav- 
ing Sandusky at 3:15 p. m. he steered 
his machine out over the lake while 
the populations of towns and villages 
ran to the water's edge. Finding the 
air currents over the lake too uncer- 
tain, he returned to a point over the 
land and resumed his regular course 
over the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern tracks. 

Made Best Time in Mist, 

With farms, woods and villages and 
rivers spinning beneath him in a Dlur 
caused by a mist which had swept in 
from the lake, he made his best time 
between Toledo and Venice. He flew’ 
the 55 miles in 569 minutes, including 
time lost in searching for a landing 
place. According to program he was 
to have landed first at Sandusky, 37 
miles farther east, but coming up at 
more than a mile-a-minute clip, he 
saw that the proposeq landing place, 
where thousands of people were gath- 
ered, was too small. Quickly steering 
around, he retraced his route, and 
spying an open area at Venice, landed 
there. This accounted for his making 
two stops instead of one in the Toledo- 
Cleveland run. 

“The fact that I am in Cleveland 
tonight when I did not expect to reach 
here before Sunday shows how far 
aheag of my schedule I am,” said At- 
wood. “These numerous stops which 
I am compelled to make are Keeping 
me back. I am not half trying for 
speed. But I see no reason why at 
even a moderate clip I cannot make 
the 622 miles between here and New 
York in five or six days. The beating 
against the wind along the treacherous 
air currents near the lake are putting 
my wings and engine to a Severe test 
and they are standing it beautifully. 
Since I left St. Louis not a single 
thing has been done to my biplane ex- 
cept to put in the necessary oil and 
gasoline. 

Tired of Little Hopping Flights. 

“Oh, these little hopping flights are 
getting on my nerves,” said Atwood. 
“Il want to make 300 or 400 miles a 
day and I could easily do it were it 
not my agreement calls for stops. The 
distance between Chicago and New 
York ought easily to be covered in 
three days. I hope when d leave To- 
ledo Thursday morning to do 
speeding between Cleyeland and Buf- 
falo and some still eater speeding 
in New York state. 

“I am going to New York City from 
Albany at a fast clip. It will be 
down hill all the way and the foot of 
the hill will be that wide stretch of 
sandy shore on the south of Long 
Island. 

“The reason I don't want to say defi- 
nitely now whether I will fly from 
New York to Boston is that I want 
to make New York the end of this 
trip. It is probable I will fly to Bos-

Editor The Constitution: I find in 
your issue of August 8 a reply from 
Hon. Byron Bower, one of the repre- 
sentatives of Decatur county, to an 
article published in The Constitution 
by some of the advocates of Evans 
county. Being one of said advocates 


publication of the article in question, 
and as Mr. Bower claims he was mis- 
represented, I will thank you to pub- 
lish this short reply. 

Mr. Bower denies that he net prom- 
ised to be neutral, or that he assured 
anyone that he would not oppose the 
Evans county bill, and claims to have 
told us that he would support the bill 
if we could convince him that-a ma- 
jority of the people of the whole 
county of Decatur were in favor of 
it. The writer insists that Mr. Bower 
DID promise to be neutralg-to the ex- 
tent of not taking any stand until all 
of the evidence from both sides had 
been submitted, and he made such 4 
statement as late as two and one- 
half hours prior to the hearing before 
the house committee, and in the pres- 
ence of a delegation of about 60 citi- 
zens who had gathered before him and 
Mr. Lane in a large room at the capi- 
tol, after we had practically “shown 
our hand.” The language he used at 
that time was, “I have not yet heard 
much from the opposition, and as 1 
wish to deal fairly, I promise you yen- 
tlemen to give the matter my most 
thoughtful consideration during the 


impartial juror,” etc. Could anything 
be plainer as to what he CLAIMED to 
be his position? He had in REALITY 
occupied such ground and been open

ue PARCELS POST A COMING ISSUE. 


There are pending in congress two or three “half a loaf” pro- 
posals with reference to a system of parcels post. 

One of these proposes to increase the weight of the package 
of fourth class matter which may be transmitted by mail from four 
to six pounds, and to decrease the rate from 16 to 12 cents. per 


= 
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pound. 
Another measure introduced by Congressman T. M. Bell, of 


Georgia, provides for a parcels post limited to rural routes and pack- 
ages of eight pounds weight, at § cents for the first pound and 2 
cents for each additional pound. Under this plan it would be per- 
missible to carry such a package only between the initial point of 
a particular rural route and any other point upon it. : 

Neither of these plans will satisfy the people of the United 
States who are demanding an up-to-date parcels post system; nor 
will any other arrangement suit them that falls short of the splendid 
service which the United States postoffice department is today ren- 
dering the several foreign countries with which it has entered into 
parcels post agreements. 

Any package of merchandise weighing up to eleven pounds 
may be mailed from any point in this country to any one of hun- 
dreds of foreign points, some of them half-way around the world, 
at the uniform postage rate of 12 cents per pound; and, similarly, 
packages are accepted by our postoffice department from those 
countries for delivery in the United States. 

Yet the best our postoffice can do for its own citizens is to 
carry a four-pound package at 16 cents per pound. 

Congress can have no reasonable excuse for its delay and dilly- 
dallying over this proposition. What the people of the United 
States want and are entitled to is the privilege of sending by mail 
anywhere within their territorial limits packages up on eleyen 
pounds at a reasonable and fixed rate for the service rendered. 
They will be satisfied with no less. 

If congress persists in withholding tHfis privilege, in refusing 
to give American citizens what it freely supplies to foreigners 
upon reciprocal agreement, the parcels post question will soon be- 
come a national issue, whose popularity as a platform plank will be 
second to none. 

In this matter the people want no “half a loaf” arrangement. 
Despite the proverb, this is one case in which it will scarcely im- 
prove upon the present plan. 

The people are going to kave a reasonable and a serviceable 
parcels post system, and that, too, pretty soon, if they have to go

QUESTIONS IN PHYSIOLOGY

SOME TEACHERS 


Some lady school teachers in the 
grammar schools, who recently tried 
to take examinations so as to qualify 
as principals, made a terrible miscue 
on physiology, so the story goes. 

The story going around is that cer- 
tain young ladies spent several weeks 
studying up on physiology. They se- 
cured all the text books they could 
find, patronizing the Carnegie library. 
They said they supposed that what 
a grammar school teacher should be 
required to know about physiology 
would be such matters as would fit 
them to take care of school children. 
They, therefore, it is said, learned all 
about what must first be done when 
children have fits or fall in a faint, 
what are the first symptoms of measles 
whooping cough and diphtheria; what 
should be done to see that the children 
take proper exercise and how school 
rooms should be properly ventilated. 
They studied about the human anat- 
omy and the main organs, the lungs, 
the vocal cords, the eyes, the nose 
and the ears. 

After several weeks of thus carefully 
preparing themselves along what they 


believed to be the physiological lines 
they hied away to the examination 
rooms on the given day, feeling tbat 
they were going to stand an examina- 
tion in physiology which would result 
in something near a perfect score, 
but imagine their amazement when 
the first question under examination 
in physiology was:

Now, we know they have 
no cotton to sell, and are expecting to 
ctuy cotton for less than that pric2 to 
deliver on these contracts, if the buyers 
demand the cotton. 

The world should be put on notice 
now, that the cotton growers of the 
south are not srowing any eleven- 
cent cotton, and that they are going 
to demand at least twelve and a half 
cents for the present crop and put a 
stop at once to the speculator gelling 
it for less. 

The present crop has been raised on 
the idea that it would bring twelve 
and a half to fourteen cents per pound. 
Supplies have been bought, money bor- 
rowed, laborers employed at high 
wages, all with this idea, and if sola 
for less, there would be little profit. 

Good Profit to Spinners. 

Conceding that the spinners have 
made very little money in the manu- 
facture of the 1910 crop, for which they 
paid about fourteen and a half cents, 
yet they used the entire crop at that 
price, and as they have become ac- 
customed to working on close margins. 
I feel satisfted that they can make a 
nice profit in the manufacture of the 
present crop at twelve and a half 
cents per pound. While I know they 
would like to buy for less, I am satis- 
fied that they will pay that — price 
mighty quick, if they are convinced 
that the growers are demanding it, and 
that they are backed in this demand by 
an organized effort of the entire busi- 
ness interest of the south. 

The necessity for quick action in this 
matter is evident from the fact that the 
present crop is now beginning to come 
on the market; and from the further 
fact that if this plan is adopted, the 
banks of the south will have to furn- 
ish considerable money on warehouse 
receipts and they should be given 
time to make the necessary money ar- 
rangements. 

Feasible and Practicable, 

The plan is altogether feasible and 
practicable to my mind, for the fol- 
lowing reasons: There is no neces- 
sity for any cotton to go on the mar- 
ket before October 1, as there are no 
obligations for supplies or money, to 
make crops maturing before that date. 
If no cotton is marketed in September 
I am satisfied that it will bring twelve 
and a half cents by October 1. 

I¢ farmers who have bought sup- 
plies on credit, and borrowed money 
to make their crops, will put cotton 
gathered in September in the ware- 
house, get warehouse receipts, and turn 
these receipts over to their supply mer- 
chant, the supply merchants who have 
borrowed from the banks, could put 
up these cotton certificates with the 
banks, and renew their notes thirty, 
sixty or ninety days, or until the spin- 
ners need the cotton at twelve and a 
half cents per pound,

Editor Constitution: A most vigor- 
ous effort was made last week to keep 
the appropriation bill within the limit 
of the state’s income. Failure to do so, 
however, was the result, and a bill car- 
rying a large increase of appropria- 
tions will likely pass. 

This is not surprising when it its 
recalled that a large majority of thiy 
legislature have been taught in the 
schoo] of thought which assented that 
Georgia has a “surplus” of $2,000,000. 

The prohibitionists, who compose a 
majority of the house, also made a 
strong fight to force the Tippins bill 
to a vote, maintaining that the rules 
committee should not be permitted to 
control the legislation of the house. 

This fight against committee ruls 
also lost out, for the reason that a 
majority of the house are of that school 
of thought which in the last state dem- 
ocratic convention adopted a form of 
government by which the rights of 
nearly 200,000 Georgians in convention 
assembled were placed in the absolute 
control of a rule committee of five. No 
free speech or discussion being per- 
missible, except upon the consent of the 
committee of five. Those who fought 
and failed of success may find solace 
in the above suggestion. 

The people of Georgia at the first 
opportunity will condemn the tyranni- 
cal use or abuse of power, both in 
committee and individual.

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RESPONSIBILITY IS _ 
DENIED BY SMITH 


Says Bill, as Originally Drawn, 


Did Not Contain “Joker” 
Provision. 


Governor Hoke Smith on yesterday 
denied responsibility for the “joker” 
in the proposed corporation tax consti- 
tutional amendment whereby the right 
of railroads and other public service 
corporations to arbitrate their tax as- 
sessments was to have been written in- 
to the fundamental law to the exclu- 
sion of all other property owners. He 
Stated that the bill as originally drawn 
did not contain the provision and that 
it was written into it by a subcom- 
mittee of the house constitutional 
amendments committee. 

Joe Hill Hall's discovery of the 
“joker” and his success in securing 
its elimination was the subject of con- 
siderable discussion around the capitol 
yesterday. Several persons claimed 
that the railroads would willingly give 
a million dollars to secure such a 
guarantee as was proposed in exchange 
for them paying theft’ taxes three 
months earlier. The fact that the pro- 
posal was found in an ‘“‘administration” 
measure was the couse of some amuse- 
ment. 

It appears as a matter of fact that 
the “joker” was not in the bill as 
drawn by Representative Hooper Alex- 
ander and as first introduced in the 
house. This was demonstrated clear- 
ly in the debate Wednesday afternoon. 

However, it was in the bill as intro- 
duced in the senate at Governor 
Smith’s instigation. 

The bill which Governor Smith had 
introduced in the senate, and was pass- 
ed by that body, was the same as had 
been reported to the house by the con- 
stitutional amendments committee. 
That committee reported the bill as 
perfected by a subcommittee. That 
subcommittee was composed of Repre- 
sentative Alex Lawrence of Chatham, 
Hooper Alexander of DeKalb, ahd H. 
W. Hopkins of Thomas. 

All three members of that subcom- 
mittee voted for Governor Smith for 
United States senator and two of them 
are recognized supporters of his poli- 
cles. Mr. Alexander was regarded dur- 
ing the session as Governor Smith’s 
leader on the floor of the house. 

The discovery of the “joker” and its 
elimination by the house very probably 
kifled the bill, ror the present session, 
at least. When it went back to the 
senate amended, it was tabled. 

The presenf arbitration law is stat- 
utory. The same right is held by in- 
dividuals and other corporations, but 
in neither case is it constitutional. 

During many years an effort has 
been made to secure the enactment of 
a law establishing a permanent board 
of assessors tO pass on public service 
property. This would eliminate arbi- 
tration, and, it is said, would prevent 
inequalities. 

Under ‘the existing 
boards pass on each case. 
that the result of this method is that 
some are assessed heavily and some 
lightly. 

If the “arbitration” proviso in the 
proposed constitutional amendment had 
been adopted no standing board of as- 
sessors could have taken charge of 
that part of the tax-levying system.

CAMPAIGN CASH 
TO GET PUBLICITY 


Measure Accepted by House 
and Senate and Goes to 
President. 


Washington; August 17.—The house 
today adopted, 283 to 27, the confer- 
ence report on the campaign publicity 
bill. The report already has been 
adopted by the senate, and the measure 
will go to the president at once. The 
action of the house was taken in spite 
of strenuous protest by a few south- 
ern members, who insisted that the 
primary election feature was an in- 
fringement upon states rights. 

As finally adopted, the bill stands 
practically as it was amended by the 
senate, It requires that al] candidates 
for the senate or house; etther in gen- 
éral elections, primaries or nominat- 
ing conventions, shall file statements 
of their expenses not more than fifteen 
nor less than ten days before the 
election or nomination. Expenses of 
candidates for the senate are limited 
to $10,000, and those of candidates for 
the house to $5,000, and candidates are 
required to say what positions or hon- 
ors they have promised in an effort to 
influence votes, Personal traveling 
expenses and official fees do not have 
to be listed. 

Representtaives Bartlett and Hard- 
wick, of Georgia, and Richardson, of 
Alabama, led the fight against the bill, 
declaring that they wanted publicity, 
but could not vote for federal regula- 
tion of primary elections ifn their 
states. 

Representative Rucker, of Missourt, 
author of the original’ bill, and chair- 
man. of the committee, insisted that 
the law would not interfere with reg- 
ulation of primaries by the states.

faithful and energetic work from the 
shops on up. 

The youthful engineer had always 
anticipated a passenger run, and up to 
hig death the prospects were good for 
the fulfilment of hig hopes. His rec- 
ord on the freight run was excellent, 
and he was known all over the road 
as a careful and safe driver. 

He had been married about eighteen 
months, and lived at Bass and Cooper 
streets. Mrs. Jones was prostrated 


with grief at the death of her husband 

Yesterday, at his home, there gath- 
ered railroad employees from the 
shops, where the dead engineer had 
been hig career that was so promising., 
and from the crews of many trains on 
which young Jones had served through 
many capacities on up to that of en- 
gineer, to extend sympathies and con- 
sole the grief-strimken wife. 

Young Jones was killed in almost 
exactly the same spot where the South- 
ern fast mail train No. 36 was held up 
and robbed in February by three ban- 
adits.

BRIBES, OFFERED 
10 THE CHEMISTS 


Washington, August 17.—Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley, chief of the bureau of chem- 
istry, created a sensation today be- 
fore the house investigating commit- 
tee when he charged that three cab- 
inet officers, sitting as a board of re- 
view, liad reversed the governments 
ruling in a corporation case after the 
corporation had offered money to chem- 
ists to indorse its food product. The 
case was that of the Corn Products 
Company, Whose right to apply the 
name of “Corn syrup” to glucose the 
bureau of chemistry and the board of 
food and drug inspection had denied. 

Dr. Wiley testified that when the 
bureau and the board had agreed that 
the name was 4 misapplication the 
corporation had offered money to 
chemists to make affidavits that “corn 
syrup” was a proper description. 

Shortly afterwards, he declared, the 
board of three cabinet officers—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Cortelyou, Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor Straus 
and Secretary of Agriculture Wilson-— 
get aside the decision and sustained 
the contention of the corporation. That 
ruling, he added, still stands. 

The Corn Products Company, said 
Dr. Wiley, charged that he had been 
“very busy” in creating sentiment 
against its products. He acknowledged 
that he had written to every state 
chemist whose duty it was to enforce 
the pure food laws. He said he did 
not receive one answer favorable to 
“corn syrup.” He will resume the 
stand tomorrow.

UN TAFTS VET 


Washington, August 17.—Republican 
applause which greeted President 
Taft's veto of the wool tariff bill as it 
was read in the house late today, was 
followed by an outburst of democratic 
cheers when Majority Leader Under- 
wood announced that he woul call up 
the bill tomorrow and move its pass- 
age over the veto. 

The president's veto message reach- 
ed the house while the roll was being 
called on Mr. Underwood's motion to 
concur in the senate amendments to 
the free list bill. When the confer- 
ence report on that bill, ite final leg- 
islative stage, was announced, the 
reading of the president's Message was 
begun, each member following the 
President’s words from printed copies 
of the veto which had been @istributed. 
When the reading was concluded, Mr. 
Underwood arose. 

“Mr. Speaker,” he said, “I do not de- 
sire to ask that this message from the 
president'be referred to the committee 
on ways and means. [I ask that it lle 
On the speaker's table, and give notice 
that I will call up the bfll tomorrow, 
immediately after the reading of the 
journal and move to pass it over the 
president's veto.” 

Cheers and shouts from the democratic 
members. greeted the announcement 
Representative Garrett, of Tennessee, 
when quiet was restored, asked unani- 
mous consent to incorporate in the 
record a portion of President Taft's 
speech at Winona, Minn., in the last 
campaign, in which he described the 
wool schedule of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff bill as “indefensible.” * Republi- 
can Leader Mann asked wnanimous 
consent to incorporate the entire Win- 
ona speech in the record, which car- 
ried. 

The democratic majority tomorrow 
will make a determined effort to pass 
the bill over the veto. They have 
hopes that they will be able to do 
this Representative Mann and other 
republican leaders expressed themse)- 
ves confident tonight that this will 
be impossible, 

Taft Told Vete Will Be Sustained. 

Representative Dwight, the republi- 
can whip, has told the president that 
the majority will not be able to mug- 
ter enough to carry the bill by a two- 
thirds vote. On a recent passage of 
compromise bill in the house the vote 
was 206 to 90. 

Many members of both parties reach- 
ed Washington today, and all absentees 
are ordered to be on hand tomorrow. 
The democrats expect, with their full 
quota of members present, together 
with the thirty republicans who voted 
for the bill that they can develop a 
two-thirds majority. Republican lhead- 
ers assert that many of the insurgents 
who voted for the bill will not do so 
over the president’s head. 

The house and senate disposed of 
the free list bill as agreed upon ir 
conference, and it was signed tonight 
by Vice President Sherman and 
Speaker Clark. It will be sent to the 
president tomorrow. 

Taft Gives Reasons for Veto. 

President Taft today carried out his 
threat to veto the wool tariff bill. In 


‘a time and then upon 


a special message to the house of rep- 
resentatives he characterized the meas- 
ure a hlend of an avowed tariff for 
revenue and anti-protection measure 
with a professed protection bill. 

In explanation of his course Presi- 
dent Taft said the bill wag not in 
harmony with the platform on which 
he was elected.

Indianapolis, Ind., August 17.—That 
the American Association baseball 
magnates will refuse to renew the ten- 
year agreement, now in existence 
among clubs which expires September 
6, is the prevailing opinion in baseball 
circels here. It is claimed that the 
agreement works to a great disad- 
Hn to the clubs in the associa- 
tion. 

Under the present classification, the 
Southern: Association, the 
League and the Pacific Coast Leazue 
are put on equal standing with the 
American Association and the Eastern 
League, as far as the buying, selling 
and drafting of players, and the pro- 
tection of property rights are con- 
cerned. The American Asociation club 
owners object to being placed on the 
same footing .with the three leagues. 
named for the reason that it is as- 
serted, these clubs do not have much 
more than hal fof the playing popula- 
tion that the association teams have. 

The drafting of one player by the 
major leagues from each team in the 
association is not the only hardship 
worked on these clubs. They say they 
are handicapped in building up win- 
ning teams since they are upnbel to go 
out and compete with the major 
league clubs in buying in the market, 
and they are practically prohibited 
from placing promising material with 
the teams in smaller leagues. Any 
player bought is subject to draft, and 
any player placed with a smaller 
league may be grabbed the same way 
unless he is returned to the American 
Association clubs before August 20, 
while the major leagues may place a 
player of prN@iise with any of the 
minor clubs with a string to him. 

It is understood the American Asso- 
ciation magnates will demand that 
they be placed on a more equal foot- 
ing with the American and National 
League teams, or they will refuse to 
continue under the present agreement.

lice Authorities----“Feared 
For His Life,” He Says. 
Walter Lyles in Dangerous

As the result. of a difficulty which 
they had with Motorman W. M. Mat- 
thews at the end of the Stewart avenue 
street oar line shortly after 8 o'clock 
last night, Walter Lyles, aged 18, is 
in the Grady hospital in a dying condi- 
tion with a serious bullet wound in 
his breast, and Joe Hart, aged 17 is at 
his home in Capitol View with a pain- 
ful bullet wound in his left arm.

The home secretary has instructed all 
the provincial authorities concerning 
the closing of taverns and the enroll- 
ment of special constables. Arrange- 
ments have been made to open fifty 
depots in London for the swearing in 
of special constables if this should be 
found necessary. 

Late reports from the previnces say 
there has been a wide cessation of 
work, especially on the part of men 
handling freight traffic. The passen- 
ger service, however, 
with fair regularity, it is stated. There 
are also reports from many places of 
minor disturbances, such as small riots 
and the turning over of signal boxes. 

Almost Martial Law at Liverpool. 

Liverpool, August 17.—Liverpool was 
comparatively quiet today, following 
several days and nights of turmoil and 
rioting growing out of the strike of 
transport workers and allied unionists. 
Troops, however, continued to guard 
all pullic buildings and patrol the 
streets. That there was no serious 
disturbences tonight probably was due 
to the fact that the electric light com- 
pany, fby careful managemént, suo- 
ceeded in keeping the city lighted by 
smuggling men into the power station 
to replace the regular men, who quit 
today in sympathy with the strikers. 
It was necessary to close down the 
theaters because of their uSe of elec- 
tric current, and tse it for street 
lighting.

A final effort to secure the adoption 
of Senator Shaw’s mileage window bill 
failed in the house yesterday after- 
noon. It came up in the form of a 
substitute recommended by the rail- 
road committee. It provided that the 
railroad commission must compel the 
railroads to put mileage windows at 
stations where needed. 

The original bill, as passed by the 
senate and turned down by the house 
committee, said that mileage windows 
must be at all stations in towns of 
more than 2,000 population or in lieu 
thereof mileage tickets 
pulled by conductors. 

Répresentatives Payton and Tarver 
urged the defeat of the substitute and 
the passage of the original bill. They 
stated that the substitute had been 
presented only for the purpose of get- 
ting the matter before the house. 

Representatives Anderson of Chat- 
ham, Wimberly and Frederick opposed 
it, and advocated the substitute. 

The substitute was approved, but on 
the final vote failed to get the neces- 
sary constitutional majority. 

The house refused to reconsider. 

Senator Shaw says he will renew the 
fight for his measure at the next ses- 
sion of the legislature.
